G.S.R. 677(E).—Whereas certain draft rules 
further to amend the PFA Rules 1955 were pub¬ 
lished as required by Sub-section (1) of Section 
23 of PFA Act 1954 (37 of 1954) in the notifi¬ 
cation of Government of India in the Ministry of 
Health & Family Welfare (Department of Health) 
GSR 267(E) dated 11-3-93 in the Gazette of 
India, Extraordinary Part II, Section 3, Sub-sec¬ 
tion (i) dated 11th March, 1993 inviting objec¬ 
tions and suggestions from all persons likely to be 
affected thereby before the expiry of sixty days 
from the date on which the said notification was 
published in the Official Gazette and were made 
available to the Public. 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were 
made available to public on 19th July, 1993. 

And whereas the objections & suggestions recei¬ 
ved from the public on the said draft rules have 
been considered by Central Government. Now 
therefore in executive of the powers conferred by 
Sub-section (1) of Section 23 of PFA Act 1954 
(37 of 1954) the Central Government after con¬ 
sultation with Central Committee for Food Stan¬ 
dards hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the PFA Rules 1955 namely:— 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Preven¬ 
tion of Food Adulteration (Vlth Amendment) 
Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette, except 
rule (3) and (4) and sub-rules (a), (b) and (c) 


of rule 11, which shall come into force after the 
one year from the date of their publication. 

2. In rule 28 of the Prevention of Food Adul¬ 
teration Rules, 1955 (hereinafter referred to as 
the principal Rules), for the words “Coaltar food 
colours*’ wherever they occur, the words “synthetic 
colours” shall be substituted.

(b) Biscuits, pastries, cakes, sugar boiled 
confectionary, lezenges and thread 
candles ; 

(c) Bottled or canned peas, fruit syrup, 
fruit squash, fruit cordial, jellies, jam, 
marmalade, candied crystallised or 
glazed fruit and synthetic soft drink 
concentrates; 

(d) Non-alcoholic carbonated and non- 
carbonated ready-to-serve synthetic 
beverages including synthetic syrups, 
sherbets, fruit bar, fruit beverages and 
fruit drinks; 

(e) Custard powder; and 

(f) Jelly crystal and ice candy.”. 

4. For the rule 30 of the principal rule, the fol¬

“30. Maximum Ihnti of permitted synthetic 
colours.—The maximum limit of permit¬ 
ted synthetic colours or mixture of per¬ 
mitted synthetic colour which may be 
added to any food articles enumerated 
in rule 29 shall not exceed 100 parts 
per million of the final food beverages 
for consumption, except in case of arti¬ 
cles listed in sub-rule (c) of rule 29 
where the maximum limit of synthetic 
colours shall not exceed 200 parts per 
million.”
